THE ACADEMIC PROCESSION

The outdoor academic procession has its antecedents in the medieval European university. The procession 
is designed so that each graduate passes before each faculty member one final time before the conferring of 
the degrees. 


The modern academic gown evokes the medieval cappa clausa, a closed cloak typically worn by clerics; the 
modern hood, worn over the shoulders and down the back, recalls a functioning medieval head garment. 

In the late 19th century, the Intercollegiate Code was established for American universities through which 
academic dress was standardized to convey the degree held, the field of study, and the university awarding 
the degree. Accordingly, there are three shapes of gown: the bachelor's gown is characterized by full, pointed 
sleeves; the master’s gown is characterized by oblong sleeves, cut away in front to leave a streamer of the 
sleeve behind; the doctor's gown is faced with velvet, a likely echo of the clerical tippet, and features bell 
sleeves adorned with velvet bars. 


Academic hoods vary in size, shape, and color; they are lined with silk in the official color or colors of the 
institution that granted the faculty member's highest degree. The trim color of the velvet binding indicates 
the discipline of the degree, commonly including: Philosophy, dark blue; Music, pink; Arts, Letters, and 
Humanities, white; Education, light blue; Law, purple; Medicine, green; Library Science, lemon yellow; 
Science, golden yellow; and Divinity, scarlet. 


The gown is a symbol of the democracy of scholarship since it covers any clothing indicating rank or status. 
The cap has its own traditions. The first right of a freed Roman slave was the privilege of wearing a cap, so 
the academic cap is the sign of the freedom of scholarship. Mortarboards have long been worn but in recent 
years soft caps or tams and other colorful headgear have gained favor. 


An increasingly large number of universities in America have developed unique academic gowns; most of 
these conform to the basic style of the Intercollegiate Code, although they replace traditional black with 
school colors, and are often ornamented with embroidered university seals or emblems. European academic 
dress adds further diversity and color to the academic procession.

BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES 


RETIRING MEMBERS OF THE FACULTY AND STAFF 


This commencement we honor eight members of our faculty and administrative staff who are retiring: 
William Friedman ‘72, Linda Gates ‘65, Alfred MacKay, Alan Montgomery, Booker Peek, Charles Ross, 
Carol Sedgwick, and Heidi Thomann Tewarson. Together these individuals have devoted 240 years of service 
to Oberlin, and we will miss them. It is an honor and a pleasure to thank each of them for the invaluable 
contributions they have made to the academic community. 


WILLIAM FRIEDMAN 72, PROFESSOR OF PSYCHOLOGY 


For 35 years Bill Friedman taught courses in developmental psychology, mentored honors students, and 
conducted a program of research, with extensive undergraduate involvement, on children’s and adults’ time 
concepts. His books, chapters, and numerous research papers have earned him international recognition 

in the fields of cognitive development and cognitive psychology. Bill served for eight years as chair of the 
Department of Psychology. 


LINDA GATES ‘65, DEAN OF STUDENTS 


Linda Gates has served Oberlin for 22 years, first as a lecturer in English as a second language, then as 
associate dean of student academic services and director of student support services, and finally as dean 

of students, a position she has held since 2005. Among her accomplishments are guiding a master plan for 
residential housing and promoting curricular and cocurricular collaboration, club sports, and wellness. She 
earned a BA at Wilson College and an MAT at Oberlin College. She has taught French at Kenyon College and 
at Cleveland State and Kent State universities. 


ALFRED F. MACKAY, PROFESSOR OF PHILOSOPHY 


Alfred MacKay joined Oberlin’s faculty in 1967 after earning a PhD at the University of North Carolina 
at Chapel Hill. He is the author of many philosophy journal articles and of a book in the philosophy of 
economics on Arrow’s Theorem. His article on decathlon scoring, published in a coach's journal, led to a 
change in the scoring of decathlons in subsequent international competitions. In addition to teaching and 
faculty committee service, he has served Oberlin College in several administrative capacities, including 
acting president (July 1991 to January 1992), dean of the College of Arts and Sciences (1984 to 1995), and 
provost (2005 to 2008). 


ALAN MONTGOMERY, ASSISTANT MUSIC DIRECTOR, OBERLIN OPERA THEATER 


Alan Montgomery is retiring after 32 years with the Oberlin Opera Theater (OOT). Born and raised in 
Indiana, he earned a DMus in conducting at Indiana University. He has coached and conducted more 

than 100 musicals and operas; published a textbook, Opera Coaching; and published a novel, The Further 
Adventures and Life of Jack Dawkins, also known as The Artful Dodger. At Oberlin, he recently conducted 
productions of The Medium, The Turn of the Screw, and The Tenderland. The OOT performed his translation 
of Die Fledermaus in 2001. In addition to coaching, he is an avid composer, author, and organist. 


BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES 


BOOKER PEEK, ASSOCIATE PROFESSOR OF AFRICAN AMERICAN STUDIES 


Booker Peek is retiring after 45 years of teaching, 41 on Oberlin’s faculty. A temporary dropout from high 
school and college, he was tear-gassed and jailed for attempting to desegregate stores in the South and fired 
from a teaching job at an all-white school for refusing to cut his goatee, but he was victorious in federal court. 
With writings in Historia Mathematica, New York Review of Books, and Going to School, he taught that the 
poor can excel and advocated for the recruitment of black students and faculty. He thanks Annette, his wife 
of 53 years, his department, and special others for their generous support. 


CHARLES ROSS, DIRECTOR OF STUDENT HEALTH AND COUNSELING CENTER 


Charles Ross joined the staff of the counseling center as a psychologist in 1979. In 1990, he was promoted 
to director after helping the college evaluate the possibility of outsourcing these services to an independent 
provider. In 2006, he was given the additional administrative responsibility of student health services, and 
he has been instrumental in facilitating a close clinical relationship between student health, counseling, and 
psychiatry. He has been a strong advocate for increasing the hours of psychiatry services, and he has added 
to the staff practicum students from doctoral programs in counseling psychology from local universities. 


CAROL SEDGWICK, HEALTH CAREERS AND FELLOWSHIP ADVISOR 


Carol Sedgwick is retiring after a decade advising Oberlin students interested in health-related careers. She 
earned a BMus degree at Oberlin and an MMus and DMA at the Eastman School of Music. Before joining 
Oberlin’s staff, she spent 20 years as head of the voice department at the University of North Dakota, 
teaching studio voice, music history, and voice pedagogy at the undergraduate and graduate level. She 
continues teaching voice at the Oberlin Community Music School, and she is music director at Lakewood 
United Methodist Church. 


HEIDI THOMANN TEWARSON, PROFESSOR OF GERMAN 


Heidi Thomann Tewarson joined Oberlin’s faculty in 1987. She taught literature of the late 1700s through 
the contemporary period. Her advanced classes explored such topics as German-Jewish women’s writings, 
20th-century modernism, and minority and immigrant authors in German-speaking Europe. Heidi is part 
of a movement bringing once marginal literary voices to center stage. She supervised the Max Kade Writer- 
in-Residence program, annually inviting a German, Austrian, or Swiss writer for a semester. An esteemed 
teacher and the author of six books and many articles, she is internationally recognized. Her diverse work is 
unified by its focus on modernist aesthetics, women’s authorship, and minority writing. 


BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES 


CANDIDATE FOR THE ALUMNI MEDAL 


WENDELL LOGAN (1940-2010) 


Composer, music educator, and jazz musician Wendell Logan was chair of the jazz studies department at the 
Oberlin Conservatory of Music and a professor of African American music. A native of Thomson, Georgia, 
he first studied music with his father, a professional musician. From an early age, he was exposed to the 
Southern cultural environs of spirituals, jazz, and blues. He often heard performances by musicians touring 
the area including Fats Domino, James Brown and “Little Richard” Penniman. 


He attended Florida A&M University, earning a bachelor’s degree in 1962. He earned his master’s from 
Southern Illinois University and his doctorate in composition from the University of lowa. He came to 
Oberlin in 1973. 


Professor Logan received numerous commissions and won many awards for his compositions and 
performances, including four from the National Endowment for the Arts, a dozen or so ASCAP awards ina 
15-year span, three Ohio Arts Council grants and, in 1991, the prestigious Guggenheim Fellowship. Also that 
year, he won the Cleveland Arts Prize in Music. In 1994, he was a fellow at the Rockefeller Center in Bellagio, 
Italy. He performed in Africa, the Caribbean, and throughout the United States. A soprano saxophonist and 

a classically trained composer, he coordinated and performed with the celebrated Oberlin Jazz Faculty Octet. 
His work can be heard on the Orion, Golden Crest, and RPM Records labels, among others. 


In honor of Professor Logan's accomplishments in jazz studies and his commitment to the program that he 
long directed, the conservatory established an endowed scholarship in his honor in 1991. His former students 
Leon Lee Dorsey ‘81 and James McBride ‘79 helped to create the fund to provide an annual scholarship to an 
outstanding jazz studies student.

CANDIDATE FOR THE AWARD FOR DISTINGUISHED SERVICE 
TO THE COMMUNITY 


JAMES W. WHITE 


James W. White taught in the public schools of Cincinnati before he became director of financial aid for 
Oberlin College, a position he held from 1967 until his retirement in 1990. In 2004, on the 50th anniversary 
of the College Scholarship Service, White was named one of the 50 most outstanding financial aid officers of 
that era. 


Born and raised in Cuyahoga Falls, Ohio, White was a student at Muskingum College when was drafted to 
serve as an infantryman with the 26th Infantry Division during World War II. He received a Bronze Star for 
bravery in action during the Battle of the Bulge. 


White was a member of the Oberlin City Council that worked with Lorain County Metro Parks to pass a levy 
for the construction of Splash Zone. Also in that time, an agreement between the college and Mercy Regional 
Medical Center helped keep Mercy Allen Hospital in operation, and discussions helped pave the way for the 
East College Street development. 


With support from the Nord Family Foundation, White established the Access to Higher Education Program 
serving Lorain County schools. 


White has served on the board of the United Way of Greater Lorain County, which presented him the 
Caring Heart Award of 2004. He also was a member of the board of the Ohio United Way. He has served as 
president of the board of the Central Lorain County Ambulance District and president of the Neighborhood 
House Association of Lorain County, a social service agency established in 1927 by two Oberlin College 
graduates. During his service with the Neighborhood House Association, Oberlin senior citizens became a 
part of the agency, and the Haven Center was established as the first year-round center for the homeless in 
Lorain County. 


As president of the board of the Oberlin Heritage Center, the center was accredited by the Association 
of American Museums, and its membership grew to more than 750 members. Also during his leadership, 
the Oberlin Heritage Center donated the Burrell-King House to the college for use by the conservatory $s 
Community Music School. 


In 2010, White was bestowed an Individual Achievement Award by the Ohio Local History Alliance for 
outstanding contribution to the field of local history in Ohio. 


He currently serves on the board of the endowment fund for the Oberlin Public Schools. He maintains 
an active membership in the Oberlin Heritage Center, the ACLU of North Central Ohio, the Firelands 
Association for the Visual Arts, the League of Women Voters, the Western Reserve Land Conservancy 


District, the Cleveland Museum of Art, the Cleveland Zoological Society, and several other organizations. 
He is a resident of Kendal at Oberlin. 
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HONORARY DEGREE RECIPIENTS 


STEPHEN CLAPP ‘61, HONORARY DOCTORATE OF MUSIC 


Violinist Stephen Clapp, dean emeritus of The Juilliard School, has maintained a performing and teaching 
career for decades while serving as an administrator at Juilliard, Oberlin and Aspen. He has been 
concertmaster of the Aspen Festival Chamber Symphony and the Nashville and Austin Symphonies, and 
has performed in collaboration with such artists as Itzhak Perlman, Pinchas Zukerman. Jacqueline DuPre, 
and Yo-Yo Ma. Winner of the first Walter W. Naumburg Chamber Music Award as a member of the Beaux. 
Arts String Quartet, Clapp also was a founding member of the Blair Quartet. He recorded and toured 
internationally with the Oberlin Trio. Clapp has given master classes and appeared in recitals and concerto 
performances in the United States, Canada, South America, Europe and Asia, and adjudicates international 
music performance competitions. 


A deeply committed teacher of talented young performing artists, Clapp continues to teach violin and 
chamber music at Juilliard. He began his teaching career at the Juilliard Preparatory Division (now called 
the Pre-College) in 1962 while earning his master of science degree from Juilliard. He held subsequent 
teaching affiliations with the Aspen Music School, George Peabody College for Teachers in Nashville, the 
University of Texas at Austin and the Oberlin College Conservatory of Music. He has contributed articles to 
The Instrumentalist and was editor of the American String Teacher journal's Violin Forum. 


Clapp has held several posts at institutions of higher education in the performing arts. As associate dean 
of Juilliard from 1991-94, he supervised all orchestral and chamber music activities at the school; he has 
been a member of the Juilliard violin and chamber music faculties since 1987. He has served in many policy 
and curriculum-related positions at Juilliard, including the Admissions, Financial Aid, Vocal Arts and 
DMA Governance committees, Faculty Council, Administrative Council, and the Committee on Scholastic 
Standing. Clapp was a member of the president’s senior staff from 1991 to 2007. Juilliard awarded him the 
honorary doctor of music upon his retirement as dean. He had earlier served as dean of the Aspen Music 
Festival and School, and acting dean of the Oberlin Conservatory of Music. 


His musical training includes study with Dorothy DeLay and Ivan Galamian at Juilliard, with Andor Toth at 
the Oberlin Conservatory, where he earned his bachelor of music degree, and at the Mozarteum Akademie in 
Salzburg, Austria. Clapp resides with his wife, Linda, in Connecticut. 


HELENE GAYLE, HONORARY DOCTORATE OF SCIENCE 


Helene D. Gayle is president and CEO of CARE USA, a leading international humanitarian organization 
with programs in nearly 70 countries to end poverty. An expert on health, global development, and 
humanitarian issues, she spent 20 years with the Centers for Disease Control, working primarily on 
HIV/AIDS. Gayle then worked at the Bill & Melinda Gates Foundation, directing programs on HIV/AIDS 
and other global health issues. 


Gayle was named one of Foreign Policy magazine's Top 100 Global Thinkers,” Newsweek's top 10 “Women in 
Leadership,” and the Wall Street Journal's “50 Women to Watch,” as well as one of the “100 Most Influential 
Atlantans” and the “100 Most Influential Georgians.” She has published numerous scientific articles and 
been featured in a variety of media including the New York Times, Washington Post, ForbesWoman, Glamour, 
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O Magazine, National Public Radio and CNN. Gayle also chairs the Obama administration s Presidential 
Advisory Council on HIV/AIDS, and serves on the President's Commission on White House Fellowships. 


Gayle was born and raised in Buffalo, NY. She earned a bachelor’s in psychology at Barnard College, an MD 
from the University of Pennsylvania and an MPH from Johns Hopkins University. 


Gayle serves on several boards, including the Center for Strategic and International Studies, ONE, the 
Rockefeller Foundation, the American Museum of Natural History, Colgate-Palmolive Company, and the 
Institute of Medicine. She is a member of the Council on Foreign Relations, the Bretton Woods Committee, 
and the American Public Health Association. 


SIDNEY MINTZ, HONORARY DOCTORATE OF SCIENCE 


Professor emeritus, John Hopkins University. I was born in Dover, NJ (1922), and educated in the Dover 
public schools. I entered Brooklyn College (now part of CUNY) in 1938 (BA Psychology 1943). I was 
inducted into the Army Air Corps (later, AAF) the week after graduation, and served three years. Discharged 
in 1946 and admitted to Columbia University that fall, I finished my doctorate (Anthropology) in 1951, and 
began fulltime teaching at Yale. By then I had been teaching part time for two years, at CCNY “uptown’ and 
“downtown, at Queens College, and at Columbia. I remained at Yale through 1975, but left that year to help 
to build an anthropology department at Johns Hopkins, whence I retired in 1997. 


I believe my most important accomplishments were to teach introductory anthropology for more than 20 years 
at Yale and Johns Hopkins, and to help to create Yale's Afro-American Studies Program. I am proud of my 
graduate and undergraduate students, who became members of my profession, but even more of the thousands 
who went on to other careers. 


My fieldwork was mostly in the Caribbean region (Puerto Rico, Jamaica, Haiti), on the social history of 
those lands. I have also worked on the anthropological study of food, and taught and did fieldwork in Hong 
Kong on food issues. | 


I was most influenced during my training in anthropology by Alexander Lesser, who taught me at Brooklyn 
College; by Ruth Benedict and Julian Steward, who taught me at Columbia; and thereafter by John V. Murra 
and by my classmate and friend, Eric R. Wolf. I owe a huge debt to my students, ever since 1949. 


My published works include the life history of a Puerto Rican manual laborer (1951) and a history of sugar in 
the modern world (1985), the former being my best book, the latter my most successful. I have received some 
honors. The American Anthropological Association Distinguished Lecture and the Royal Anthropological 
Institute's Huxley Medal and Lecture are the highest honors of those professional associations. I was 

also awarded Yale's DeVane-Phi Beta Kappa Medal for undergraduate teaching, and the Fernando 
OrtizFoundation Prize of the Republic of Cuba. 


I am still devoted to the proper education of undergraduate students, and to my profession, which I believe 


to have made profound contributions to the understanding of the behavior of our species, and to the kindred 
professions whose members study us, too. 
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BERNICE REAGON, HONORARY DOCTORATE OF MUSIC

Founder of Sweet Honey in the Rock; professor emeritus, American University, Washington, D.C. 


For more than 45 years, Bernice Johnson Reagon has been a major cultural voice for freedom and justice: 
singing, teaching, and speaking out against racism and organized inequities of all kinds. Born in southwest 
Georgia, she was raised in the struggle against racism in America during the Civil Rights Movement. She 
was a member of the original SNCC (Student Non-Violent Coordinating Committee) Freedom Singers formed 
in 1962 by SNCC field secretary Cordell H. Reagon, and in 1966, a founding member of the Atlanta-based 
Harambee Singers. 


Song and singing has remained a constant in her life. In 1973, while a graduate student of history at Howard 
University and vocal director of the DC Black Repertory Theater, she formed the internationally renowned 
African American women’s a cappella ensemble Sweet Honey In The Rock. She led the group until retirement 
early 2004. 


She is professor emeritus of history at American University, curator emeritus at the Smithsonian's National 
Museum of American History, and served as the 2002-2004 Cosby Chair of Fine Arts at Spelman College (her 
alma mater) in Atlanta. Two of her major works are seminal to the study of this tradition: Wade in the Water: 
African American Sacred Music Traditions, and Africans in America: America’s Journey Through Slavery. 
Reagon served as principal scholar, conceptual producer, and host for Peabody Award-winning Wade in the 
Water, the 26-show series produced by National Public Radio and Smithsonian Institution. She was the score 
composer for the Peabody Award-winning film series Africans in America, produced by WGBH TV. 


Reagon has served as music consultant, composer, and performer for several film and video projects, 
including the award-winning Eyes on the Prize, the Emmy-winning We Shall Overcome, and the feature film 
Beloved. In 2003, she created the music and libretto for The Temptation of St. Anthony. With her daughter/ 
collaborator Toshi Reagon and jazz pianist/composer Jeri Allen, Reagon was the score composer of the 

HBO Peabody Award-winning film Beah: A Black Woman Speaks. She composed a new work, Liberty or 
Death, commissioned by the MUSE Women Choir of Cincinnati for the opening of the National Underground 
Railroad Freedom Center. 

Her pioneering work as a scholar, teacher, and artist have been recognized with the Heinz Award for the Arts 
and Humanities (2003), the Leeway National Award for Women in the Arts (2000), the Presidential Medal for 
contribution to public understanding of the Humanities (1995), and the MacArthur Fellowship (1989).

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MARTIN HARWIT ‘51, HONORARY DOCTORATE OF SCIENCE 


Astrophysicist Martin Harwit is a member of the science team of the Herschel Space Observatory launched 
by the European Space Agency in 2009. He is a professor emeritus of astronomy at Cornell University, where 
he cofounded and codirected doctoral studies in the history and philosophy of science and technology, a 
program that introduced a broad interdisciplinary approach to complex problems involving science and the 
social sciences. 


Born in Prague, Harwit’s family left the Czech Republic during German occupation in 1939 and moved 
to Istanbul. He came to the United States in 1946. He earned a bachelor’s degree in physics at Oberlin, a 
master’s at the University of Michigan, and a PhD in physics at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 


Harwit designed the first liquid-helium-cooled rockets for boosting telescopes into the atmosphere, and 
investigated airborne infrared astronomy and infrared spectroscopy for NASA. He has authored several 
books, including a widely used textbook on astrophysics and an overview of the history of astrophysics. 


He served eight years as director of the Smithsonian National Air and Space Museum, where he launched a 
number of exhibits that explored the impact of aerospace technology on society, including a gallery on World 
War I, exhibits on the German V2 rocket, and the Soviet SS-20 and American Pershing-2 rockets that had 
been eliminated through the Intermediate Range Nuclear Forces Disarmament Treaty. A planned exhibition 
on the Enola Gay, the aircraft that dropped the atomic bomb on Hiroshima on August 6, 1945, was canceled 
due to pressure from Congress, raising debate on political processes and the functions of public museums. 
Harwit left the Smithsonian and wrote a book about the controversy, An Exhibit Denied: Lobbying the 
History of the Enola Gay, published in 1996. 


In 2002, Harwit was the Adriaan Blaauw visiting professor at the University of Groningen, Netherlands, 
and in 2007 was a visiting fellow at the Institute of Advanced Study at Durham University in the United 
Kingdom. 
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
